SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM (non-film) entitled Sakura 03 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The CD-ROM mainly contains 1000 still image files. Each file contains a colour 
photograph, or occasionally two or more, explicitly depicting sexual activity or naked 
and semi-naked males and females posed so as to display their breasts, buttocks, or 
genitals. The images in the collection are intended for the titillation or sexual 
stimulation of the viewer. 

The publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, 
deeming the publication objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). The exploitation of children and 
young persons for sexual purposes tends to be promoted and supported by the 
inclusion of a small number of images depicting females who appear to be less than 
17 years of age engaged in sexual activities. The females are characterised as young 
by their physical features and the manner in which they are presented for the viewer. 
This presentation includes hair in ribboned bangs, clothing and accessories associated 
with children or adolescents, and positioning of children's soft toys. The publication 
also tends to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, 
by the inclusion of one image depicting two naked males urinating on a semi-naked 
female in a sexual context. 
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Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) as they affect the classification of this publication. 
The NZBR Act affirms and protects freedom of expression subject only to reasonable 
limits prescribed by law as are demonstrably justifiable. However, this publication is 
deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC Act, a limitation on freedom of 
expression which is prescribed by law and demonstrably justified. 
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
